It is no secret that the rank and file of the 
unions are against a split.

2 Condemnations of Trotzk 
Rabbi Stephen Wise States His Opinion as a Jewish Leader

SALINAS—lIn accordance with 
reliable reports, more than $13,- 
100 was spent on tear gas alone 
by the Associated “Farmers” of 
Pajaro Volley and adjacent dis- 
tricts to break the 1936 packing 
house and field workers’ strike. 
These “farmers” are big bank- 
ers, wealthy landowners, etc. 

In Gonzales, a village a few 
mines out of Salinas, three fam- 
ilies—two Mexican and one Am- 
erican—were told to get out of 
town or they would be “maybe 
tarred and feathered.” These 
families moved to Salinas prop- 
er that night. 

Money Against Unions 

Police Chief G. W. Griffin, the 
would-be Mussolini of Pajaro 
Valley, admitted recently _that 
large sums outside of the $13,000 
spent in 1936 packing house and 
field strikes, had been spent to 
“squelch” the other agricultural 
strikes, 

He also admitted that Joseph 
Cake, salesman for the Lake

| fit that furnished the gas for the 
Stockton “civil war,” threw gas 
bombs at the workers in the Sa- 
'linas strike. A worker quoted

LACK KILLED 
ILA MEMBER 


ILA .38-79 Fighting 
For Safety Rules 


In Agreement 


SAN FRANCISCO—J. DeSilva, 
Jongshoreman who met death 
Friday, April 30, when he fell 
down an open hatch aboard the 
American-Hawaiian §.S. Iowan, 
would not have lost his life 
if hatches had been properly 
covered up when the work was 


finished, states a press release 
from ILA 38-79. 
‘it is significant to note“ in 


this case,’ states the release “that 
while the top hatch was covered, 
the shelter and ‘tween hatches 
were open and the wings of the 
shelter deck not blocked or roped 
off--To cover the lower hatches 
must have taken few minutes 
longer; however, as usual, it was 
not done, and so a mam lost his 
life.” 

54 Deaths on Ships in 1936! 

The release points out that in 
1936, accidents for longshoremen

on ships alone numbered 10,775, 
of which 54 were fatal. These 
eases are listed by the U.S. 
Compensation Commission and 
cover only workers who -were 
off work a week or more. 

In the San Francisco area, 


there have been three fatalities 
within the past five weeks. 

“However, it is strange 
the shipowners still refuse to 
make the safety rules a_ part 
of this vear’s agreement,” states

“Opposition?” he exclaimed, 
when asked if the CIO were 
running up against any in Cal- 
ifornia, “Why, there’s no opposi- 
tion at all—it’s just a question 
of getting to the fellows. 

“The main object of the CIO 
on the west Coast,” he said, “is 
to organize the mass production 
plants on an industrial basis.

“Steel organization has jumped 
from a membership last year of 
about 4000 to over 300,000. 
Workers are joining by the hun- 
dreds. Each day from 25 to 100 
application cards are turned in.” 

Mass meetings are being held 
and down the coast. At a 
eeting in Armenian Hall, Bel- 
vedere, he pointed out, a local 
of Continental Can Co. workers 
was established, with close to 
500 workers in attendance. Of- 
ficers were elected, and a char- 
ter’ sent for. 

Labor and Politics 

The CIO works on non-par- 
tisan basis, Dalrymple declared. 

“However,” he went on, “I 
think that while the men are or- 
ganizing for economic protection, 
they should become union-mind- 
ed in politics, too. They ought 
to relegate these open-shop poli- 
ticians back where they came 
from and send some real union 
men to the government.” 

On the subject of sit-down 
strikes, Dalrymple was enthusi- 
astic and clear: “When you get 
results without committing vio- 
lence, it’s worth the best inter- 
ests of all. 

Wall Street Sat Down 

“There’s been a lot of sit-down 
from the big industrial mag- 
nates. They sat down on the 
Wagner Labor Relations Act, 
they sat down on the NRA. 
They’ve sat down on everything 
that might have given the work- 
ing man a better life as far as 
wages and working conditions 
were concerned. 

“It’s an ideal way to get ad- 
justments when you have an 
element who pays no attention 
to the laws of the land. It is a 
big step forward in labor tac- 
tice.” 

The relationship of the CIO 
to the AFL is “pretty far-fetched 
at the present time,” he said. 


For Unity 

Emphatically he pointed out 
that the “CIO at no time has at- 
tempted to break up the AFL. 
But I can’t say that of the AFL. 
The CIO at no time has ever 
advised its members to go 
through picket lines. Yet the 
AFL through its representatives 
has done that. It has always 
been the procedure of the CIO 
to maintaim unity in the labor 
movement.” : 

Dalrymple declares, “there 1S 
no question about the AFL mem- 
mare being sympathetic to the 

10.” 

When asked if the CIO had 
received any assistance from the 
State Federation of Labor in 
California, he exploded: “None! 
Positively! Instead, there has 
been a continual tirade of abuse 
from its representative( Vande- 
leur.” 

Complete and enthusiastic sup- 
port for tle proposed Supreme 
Court changes was given by Dal- 
rymple.

| PISMO BEACH — Some 7000 
|Filipino workers on the Pacific 
‘Coast are unionists, according to 
a preliminary report by the Cen- 
tral Executive Committee of the 
Filipino Labor Union. 

Most of these are agricultural 


workers, the report stated. The 
FLU, organized in Salinas in 
1934, reached a peak of 5000 
members. 

The report stated the decline 


of membership among the agri- 
cultural workers is due to the 
migratory nature of the work- 
ers: and lack of organizational 
funds and a systematic form of 
a state-wide organization.
